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Killing Foreign Aid will save our tax- 
payers 8 billion a year. Killing the Federal 
Reserve will save our taxpayers 11 billion a 
year interest on the national debt, and killing 
the United Nations will preserve the entire 
world from communism for it would fold up 
dead broke in two years without our help.
